Ho relied with secretiveness 
was the commission proceeding 
—the first important one of Its 
kind since the Chil war—that 
not even the fact of the start­ 
ing of the trial was made known 
officially. 
An informed person confirmed it, 
however, after It became obvious 
from the arrival of the prisoners. 
the seven generals who compose the 
commission, the prosecution and de­ 
fense counsel and a num ber of wit­ 
nesses. 
The prisoners arrived behind 
a wedge of motorcycle police­ 
men in two closed vane guarded 
by soldiers with machine guns 
and guarded by soldier* with 
rifles. 
They were brought in through a 
heretofore unused gate In the Jus­ 
tice departm ent building In an effort 
to evade curious who waited at the 
usual entrance on the opposite side 
of the building 
Persons having business at the 
trial entered through a double wood­ 
en wall and passed through two sets 
of guards. 
All German Born 
The eight defendants, all Ger­ 
man bom, though two had ac­ 
quired 
American 
citizenship 
before the war, face a swift, 
unappealable decision. President 
Roosevelt barred all civil courts 
to them in a proclamation last 
week. The commission will de­ 
ckle. by votes of at least I to I, 
whether they are guilty, and lf 
so. what their punishment Is to 
be. 
A formal accusation alleging four 
violations of the laws of war and 
the articles of w ar—each earn in g 
the death penalty—has been filed 
* with the commission by the prosecu­ 
tors. who are headed by Attorney 
General Francis Biddie. 
Biddle’s 
office said he had cancelled all en­ 
gagements for the next ten days. 
Building Closed 
Tile Justice departm ent was closed 
to all but accredited persons, while 
a fifth floor corridor has been walled- 
off and barred to all but those p ar­ 
ticipating In the trial. 
The defendants are George John 
Dasch, 39. leader of the group of 
four which landed near Amagan­ 
sett, Long Island, on June 13; Ed­ 
ward John Kerfing. 33. leader of the 
group of four which landed near 
Jacksonville on June 17, and these 
others: Ernest Peter Burger, Herbert 
H ans'H aupt, Henry Harm Heinck, 
Herm ann O tto Neubauer, Richard 
Qulrin and W erner Thiel. 
Trial Judges 
The commission named to try 
them was headed by Mai. Gen. 
Frank &. McCoy as president.

They m et yesterday to discuss 
rules of procedure, which by Presi­ 
dential order m ust provide for “a 
full and fair trial.”

America’s thirty million m otor­ 
ists faced the prospect today of 
having their tires confiscated if 
the war gets worse. 
President Roosevelt said a t his 
press conference late yesterday 
th a t he was trying to save the 
nation, not gasoline and rubber, 
and warned th a t if the situation 
should deteriorate it m ight be 
necessary for the government to 
commandeer 
privately - owned 
tires. 
He made it clear th a t he was 
hopeful 
such 
extrem e 
action 
could be avoided. 
He reported 
th a t no decision had yet been 
reached on nationwide gasoline 
rationing as a tire-saving meas­ 
ure and said he hoped the gaso­ 
line and rubber problems might 
be separated. 
Although he announced im­ 
proved scrap rubber collections, 


he said it already was apparent 
th a t scrap was not a cure-all. 
Meanwhile the Army, Navy

today following a heart attack.

was 61 and had been premier since 
January. 1939

said Dr. Ahmet Fjkri Tuzer, m in­ 
ister of Interior, would serve as 
acting premier until a new appoint­ 
m ent could be made. 
Reflk Saydam had been premier 
of Turkey from before the outbreak 
of war and his policies kept Turkish 
soil inviolate while most of her close 
neighbors were drawn into the con­ 
flict. 
Shortly after assuming office In 
January. 1939. Saydam stated his 
governments policy as m aintaining 
“friendly relations with all powers, 
great and small." 
“No act capable of putting in peril 
the life or well-being of the Turkish 
nation will come first from your 
government unless our good will. 
our sincere and friendly neutrality 
toward all states should be directly 
or indirectly the object of an a t­ 
tem pt at violation.” he told the 
Turkish people.

Under this plan the farmer, he 
said, places his wheat in storage 
under government seal either on his 
farm or in approved warehouses 
and receives a loan from the Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation at the 
rate of $1.32 per bushel for No. 2 
wheat. 
Home storage will not be used this 
year until warehouse storage space 
is exhausted. Mr. Snyder said. 
In 
any event it cannot be used until 
30 days after the grain is threshed. 
Farmers storing the wheat at home 
receive an additional seven cents 
per bushel. 
Expect 100.000 Bushels 
Under the plan, if a fanner wishes 
to repay the loan or sell his wheat 
while in storage he is privileged to 
do so before next Apili 30. Other­ 
wise the government exercises its 
lien and takes title to the grain. 
Last year about 33.000 bushels of 
wheat were stored in approved ware­ 
houses in this county. 
With the 
market price of wheat at $1.03 now, 
many farmers are expected to take 
advantage of the government loan 
offer of $1.32. 
Mr. Snyder expects 
at least 100.000 bushels will be stored 
this year. 
Last year at harvest time the m ar­ 
ket price was about 90 cents and the 
government’s loan price was $1.15. 
Mr. Snyder 
said 
that 
reports 
reaching his office indicate the wheat 
crop in Adams county this year is 
“about normal." Poorly filled heads 
and rust have reduced the yield In 
some parts of the county, he said. 
Cumberland county wheat grow­ 
ers are reported to have adequate 
storage space available to them but 
some York and Franklin county 
farmers may have to dispose of their 
crops on the market because of lack 
of storage space under the govern­ 
ment plan. 
The county committee here has 
leased 
storage 
space 
already 
at 
Sharrer’s mill at New Chester, Mc­ 
Knightstown station elevator and 
at the Park Gardner warehouse at 
Mt. Holly Springs. 
All wheat farmers in the county 
who "live within their allotments" 
may take advantage of the govern­ 
ment offer, Mr. Snyder said.
